Sing  Joyously 

On  Sunday  evening,  August  31,  I  preached  at  the  Third 
Baptist  Church  in  Lisbon — an  experience  long  to  be  remem¬ 
bered.  A  quiet  season  ®f  organ  music  preceded  the  service. 
The  organ  was  an  old-fashioned  pvlor  organ  such  as  many 
of  us  used  to  have  in  our  homes,  and  similar  to  the  2fl  we 
shipped  to  the  mission  fields  of  Chile  in  1947. 

The  congregation  sang  joyously  from  the  little  hymn 
books  which  carried  only  the  words  of  the  hymn.

Several  Frofessiens  In  Service 

Prior  to  the  service,  I  was  told  that  the  congregation 
would  be  made  up  almost  entirely  of  believers.  Nevertheless 
I  felt  led  to  extend  an  invitation  at  the  close  of  the  sermon, 
and  upon  doing  so  there  were  several  professions  of  faith. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  service— and  throughout 
the  invitation— I  notic^  a  middle-aged  woman,  dressed  in

BAPTIST  PREACHER  IS 
MISSIONARY  IN  NEW  ENGLAND 


HAVEULL,  Massachusetts, 
NoTembon  W9T  —  (BP)  —  Be¬ 
cause  the  prayers  of  his  con- 
sregation  brought  him  back  af¬ 
ter  ho  had  already  resolved  to 
leave  Massachusetts,  Hezekiah 
Smith  today  is  the  outstanding 
missionary  figure  in  New  Eng¬ 
land.  , 

One  of  the  busiest  preachers 
in  the  country,  the  Baptist  min¬ 
ister  travels  all  over  New  Eng¬ 
land  with  his  gospel  message, 
in  addition  to  leading  the 
strong  Baptist  church  here 
which  he  helped  to  organize. 

Smith’s  practice  is  to  go  on 
an  evangelistic  tour,  sometimes 
accompanied  by  two  or  three 
members  of  his  Baptist  congre¬ 
gation.  For  many  days  and 
nights  they  are  on  the  trail, 
reaching  the  backwoods  of 
Maine,  into  the  hills  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  "throughout 
their  own  state. 

After  completing  his  itiner¬ 


ary,  Smith  and  his  companions 
return  and  report  their  suc¬ 
cesses  to  the  church,  which  en¬ 
thusiastically  supports  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Thirteen  Baptist  church¬ 
es  have  been  established  in 
New  England  as  a  result  of 
Smith’s  labors. 

’  Thirty  Years 

When  Smith  came  to  Massa¬ 
chusetts  more  than  thirty  years 
ago,  a  church  of  another  de¬ 
nomination  asked  him  to  fill 
their  vacant  pulpit.  When  he 
revealed  that  he  was  a  Baptist, 
bitter  opposition  arose.  Smith 
decided  to  Join  relatives  in  New 
Jersey. 

When  some  of  his  supporters 
tried  to  dissuade  the  evangelist 
from  leaving,  he  said,  "If  I  re¬ 
turn,  your  prayers  will  bring 
me  back."  Then  while  making 
his  journey  ■  on  horseback. 
Smith  twice  stopped  to  meditate 
on  the  passage,  "Strengthen  ye 
the  weak  hands  and  confirm 
the  feeble  knees.”  At  last  he 
was  compelled  to  turn  his  horse 
toward  Haverhill. 

Back  at  Haverhill,  Smith  or¬ 
ganized  a  Baptist  church.  He 
was  recognized  as  pastor  No¬ 
vember  12,  1766,  and  is  still 
leader  of  the  congregation.

Smith  was  one  of  the  organ¬ 
izers  of  the  Warren  Baptist  As¬ 
sociation,  a  powerful  influence 
in  New  England  for  religious 
freedom,  and  is  a  friend  of  theo¬ 
logical  education.  He  once  trav¬ 
eled  for  more  than  eight 
months  without  pay  to  raise 
funds  for  Rhode  Island  College.

as  adequate  precedent  for  ex¬ 
tending  this  principle  to  all  edu¬ 
cation.  He  said  that  no  one  had 
objected  to  the  G.  I.  Bill  and 
that  some  veterans  used  the  tax 
money  to  pay  tuition  at  New 
York  Baptist  Bible  Seminary. 

Not  To  Become  Toots 

Enunciating  the  principle  of 
democratic  control  in  general 
education  Carlson  said,  “The 
public  schools  must  not  be  per¬ 
mitted  fo  become  tools  in  the 
hands  of  special  Interests.  In¬ 
stitutional  interests,  whether 
economic,  political,  religious  or 
racial,  ought  not  to  control  the 
general  education  of  the  nation. 

Hitting  hard  at  the  concept 
of  education  as  a  "welfare  dole," 
Carlson  said,  “It  would  be  small 
help  to  our  nation  if  churches, 
laboi*  organizations,  chambers  of 
commerce,  political  parties  and 
fraternal  organizations  were  to 
be  encouraged  to  recruit  the 
children  for  their  own  special 
schools.” 

The  use  of  tax  money  for  re¬ 
ligious  education  is  a  violation 
of  the  conscience  of  the  tax¬ 
payer,  according  to  Carlson,  and 
“obviously  all  education  which 
is  formulated  for  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  religious  objectives 
must  he  classified  as  religious 
education." 

The  American  public  would 
be  outraged  at  the  use  of  co¬ 
ercive  political  powers  to  en¬ 
force  prayers,  church  attend¬ 
ance  and  creeds,  Carlson  claim¬ 
ed.  “Our  reactions  should  bo 
the  same  if  the  tax  collector 
were  to  go  after  funds  for  re¬ 
ligious  education." 

Change  in  Policy 

In  considering  a  change  In  the 
American  policy  of  education 
Carlson  pointed  out  that  the 
freedom  of  the  churches  must 
be  safeguarded.  "Dependence 
on  public  funds  exposes  them 
to  control  by  political  authori¬ 
ties  and  to  jeopardy  by  the 
shifting  movements  of  tKilltlcs." 

Acceptance  of  public  funds 
for  sectarian  education  would 
work  obvious  advantages  to 
certain  religious  groups.  Carl¬ 
son  continued,  and  likewise  ot 
the  disadvantage  of  other  reli- 
gloua  groupa.  Thla  would  be  an 
enforced  l^uality  that  wrould 
produce  deterioration  of  educa¬ 
tion  In  maat  bistanoet  and  Inaf- 
fecUve  uae  of  buildlilis,  teaeb- 
era.  equipment  and  transporta¬ 
tion.

He  was  not  praying.  He  was  merely  soliloquizing.  For 
that  is  the  force  of  Luke  18:11.  “The  Pharisee  stood  and 
prayed  thus  with  himself”  It  may  as  aptly  be  translated  “to 
himself."  In  either  case  the  meaning  is  the  same. 

Having  heard  the  preacher  suggest  a  moment  of  silent 
prayer,  my  five  year  old  daughter  asked.  “What  does  that 
mean.  Daddy,  to  pray  to  yourself?” 

Prayer,  of  course,  is  communication  with  God.  not  with 
oneself,  nor  with  the  congregation.  It  will  do  us  little  good 
to  scorn  the  pharisee.  Neither  will  it  help  to  praise  the  pub¬ 
lican.  Yet  it  may  be  of  benefit  to  face  seriously  the  ques¬ 
tion.  “Do  you  merely  solilquize,  or  do  you  pray?”

WMU. 

ir~Select  an  area  where  work  needs  to  be  started  now  and 
accept  responsibility  for  sponsorship.  Instruct  the  church 
missions  committee  to  collaborate  with  the  assoclational 
missions  committee  in  locating  areas  where  new  work 
is  needed. 

4.  Secure  a  place  to  meet — a  home,  a  tent,  a  business  place, 
or  other  public  building.  (A  rented  school  building  U  a 
possibility  in  many  communities.) 

5.  Take  religious  census  of  the  area  to  be  .served 

6.  Set  a  date  to  begin  the  new  work.  Make  a  thorough  prep¬ 
arations  and  then  begin  without  delay. 

7.  Enlist  the  workers.  The  sponsoring  church  may  employ 
a  miaaions  pastor.  It  will  elect  the  workers  for  all  the 
organizations.  Insofar  as  possible,  local  people  should  be 
used  as  department  officers,  teachers,  and  leaders. 

8.  Order  the  literature.  ’The  BapUst  Sunday  School  Board 
will  furnish,  free  of  charge,  the  literature  for  the  first 
quarter  for  the  Sunday  school  and  the  Training  Union 
and  (In  accord  with  specified  conditions)  free  hymnbooks 

9.  suit  the  new  work  with  a  full  program— Sunday  school 
Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  WMU,  preaching  services’ 
and  prayer  meeting— if  possible.  Plan  a  balanced  pro-’ 
gram  for  the  Sunday  school.  Use  the  Standards  of  Ex¬ 
cellence  as  guides  at  every  point  In  even  the  smallest 
situation,  it  is  advisable  .fo  start  with  at  least  two  depart- 
menu  for  Nursery  children  and  one  each  for  Beginners 
ftiraaries.

Scripture  Textr.  Mark  i;  14-39. 

1NTRODUCTI014.  Of  eourae 
there  is  only  on*  tospel.  .Paul 
speaks  in  hot  the  Gala¬ 

tians  against  any  OM  who  might 
preach  any  otlAir*  ffotpel  to 
them.  But  dlfferiant  preachers 
have  different  styli^  approach¬ 
es  to  the  one  gokpel.  express 
the  one  great  truth  In  different 
words.  We  havM;  the  gospel 
prophet  Isaiah  .saying,  “All  we 
like  sheep  have  Rone  astray; 
we  have  turned  every  one  unto 
his  own  way;  and  the  Lord  has 
laid  upon  Him  the  Iniquity  of 
us  all  '  (Isaiah  53:6);  and  Paul 
phrases  the  truth  in  this  wise, 
"Him  who  kn^  fco  slif  He" 
(God)  “made  to  be  sin  on  our 
behalf  that  we  might  become 
the  righteousness  of  God  In 
Him”  (II  Cor.  5:21):  and  John 
the  Baptist,  “Behold  the  Lamb 
of  God  who  is  taking  the  tin 
of  the  world  away"  (John  1:21). 


Why  go  on?  They  ail  are  say¬ 
ing  the  same  thing.  Let  us 
look  at  this  assertion  recorded 
by  Mark  and  attributed  to  Jesus, 
and  call  it  the  gospel  as  Jesus 
preached  it. 

I.  THE  CONTENT  OF  THE 
GOSPEL. 

1.  The  Time  Is  Instant.  “The 
time  is  fulfilled”  This  ia  4he 
lesson  and  imperative  of  all  life. 
The  time  it  now  to  do  good, 
and  there  is  no  excuse  for  de¬ 
laying  the  doing  of  what  should 
he  done  now.  And  in  just  the 
measure  that  religious  values 
are  the  highest  values,  is  the 
primacy  of  their  being  choaen 
without  delay,  lest  we  allow 
them  to  drift  past  and  away. 

“Call  upon  the  Lord  while 
He  is  near,  seek  the  Lord  while 
He  may  be  found”  certainly 
suggests  that  there  may  come 
a  time  when  the  Lord  may  not' 
be  near,  when  He  may  not  be 
found.  This  is  the  accepted 
lime;  now  is  the  day  of  salva¬ 
tion.”  so  runs  the  Christian 
summons. 

Of  course  there  had  been  a 
long  period  of  preparation  for 
the  coming  of  full  salvation  in 
the  peraon  of  the  Lord,  and  now  ' 
the  time  of  preparation  was  ful¬ 
filled,  and  the  duty  to  act  was 
There  had  been  until 


ly  addreued  to  him  the  words, 
"Repent,  repent,  repent.  It’s  all 
you  preach  about.  Don’t  you 
know  anything  else?” 

“Yes,  I  know  something  else 
to  preach,  but  It  11  not  in  order 
to  preach  it  to  you  till  you  firat, 
repent.  Repent,  REPENT." 

Repentance  may  be  a  bit  hard 
I  to  define,  as  the  numerous  at¬ 
tempts  to  do  ao  and  their  fail¬ 
ure  to  do  so  bear  witneta,  but 
of  this  we  may  be  sure;  It 
means  a  change  that  affeeta  the 
subject  of  it  in  his  thinking 
and  feeling  and  willing,  and  in 
hit  actions  from  top  of  hit  haad 
;  to  the  Up  of  his  toes. 

It  means  to  turn  In  Thought 
from  what  be  ia  as  an  alien  to 
God  and  from  tfi^  common¬ 
wealth  of  the  saints  to  an  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  Christ  ss  Lord. 
Accept  Jesus  of  NatsreUi  as 
both  Lord  of  life  and  Christ 
of  God.  The  acceptance  of 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  only  as  per¬ 
sonal  Lord. 

(b).  Biblical  Belief.  "And  be¬ 
lieve  the  gospel."  How  does 
that  differ  from  repentance? 
Practically  it  does  not  The 
man  who  believes  repents  and 
the  roan  who  repents  believes. 
The  repentcr  exercises  a  soul 
movement  which  is  receiving.

When  the  gwit  j!:nglish  e-x- 
plorer  Captain  James  Cook  re¬ 
visited  the  Island  of  Tahiti  in 
the  1770’s  he  -found  a  single 
wooden  cross  which  had  been 
set  up,  since  his  last  visit,  by 
an  expedition  from  Peru.  The 
Peruvians  had  remained  only  a 
very  short  time  and  had  not  ex¬ 
plained  the  significance  of  the 
cross  to  the  natives. 

The  sight  of  it  on  this  distant 
South  Sea  island,  however,  sug- 


the  captain  s  prediction  about 
missions.  Withm  a  decade  he 
had  led  iiiNsie  Lurmstion  of  the 
Baptist  Missionary  Society  and 
had  begun  bis  phenomenal  ca¬ 
reer  as  its  inis.'-ionary. 

Carey’s  choice  of  field  was 
Tahiti,  but  Pr.  .lohn  Thomas, 
appointed  at  about  the  ,same 
time,  persuaded  the  Society  to 
send  them  to  India,  where  he 
had  had  some  experience  as  a 
surgeon. 

t'nsuccessful 

Within  less  than  five  years 
after  the  .sailing  of  Carey  and 
Thomas,  however,  a  contingent 
of  eighteen  Protestant  mission¬ 
aries  from  Kngland  landed  on 
the  island  of  Tahiti.  This  first 
effort  was  not  successful.  It 
was  twenty-three  years  before 
the  first  convert  was  won,  but 
missionaries  continued  to  come 
and  the  island  was  eventually 
evangelized.

This  past  year  228  children  were  cared  for,  with  an  average 
monthly  enrollment  of  163. 

Frequently  called  “The  Children's  Village,”  this  institution 
is  in  reality  a  combination  home,  church  and  school. 

It  provides  a  home  as  nearly  like  a  normal  Christian  home 
as  is  possible.  The  children  attend  public  schoql  on  the  campus 
through  th«  eighth  iprade  and  many  religious  activities,  includ¬ 
ing  Wednesday  night  prayer  meeting,  are  held  on  the  campUs. 

During  1S57,  of  those  attending,  120  were  Christiana  and  aM 
were  Baptists. 

Owned  By  Convention 

The'  Orphanage  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention. 

It  is  directly  under  control  of  a  board  of  trustees,  IS  in 
number,  elected  by  the  Convention.  The  trustees  determine 
the  policies  of  the  institution  and  employ  a  superintendent  to 
manage  it  and  carry  out  the  policies.

The  Orphanage  grounds  consist  of  approximately  110  acres, 
located  in  north  Jackson  at  the  intersection  of  Bailey  Avenue 
and  Woodrow  Wilson  Drive.

On  the  campus  the  Orphanage  has  a  modem  School  Build¬ 
ing,  with  8  class  rooms,  an  auditorium  and  a  gymnasium.  This 
School  includes  children  through  the  eighth  grade  and  is  un¬ 
der  the  direct  control  of  the  county  superintendent  of  oddca- 
tion,  who  exercises  the  same  functlodi  for  said  school  as  are 
now  prescribed  by  law  for  the  trustees  of  public  schools  la  the 
state.  The  sehool  has  a  principal  and  four  teachers. 

The  Junior  High  students  attend  Enochs  Junior  High  and 
the  High  School  students  attend  Central  High  ScbooL  For  the 
present,  this  will  continue.  Students  who  desire  to  sttand  col¬ 
lege  are  encouraged  to  do  so  and  expenses  are  paid  for  by  the 
Orphanage. 

la  the  matSsr  of  physical  development,  in  addition  to  the 
gymnasium.  In  connection  with  which  the  Grammar  sehool  eta- 
dents  have  a  regular  ”gym  period,”  there  is  on  the  campus  a 
swimming  poo(  a  wading  pool,  tennis  courts  and  shnffls  beesd 
grounds.  Also,  previnlon  is  made  for  both  indoor 

and  out,  softball,  baseball  and  football. 

‘Ttatlag'’  Femdtted 

In  ninth  grade  and  above  "dating^’  la  permitted  fOr  both 
boys  and  girls,  on  and  off  campus,  with  Umltatieos  as  to  fre¬ 
quency,  hours  md  places  of  entertainment  Drive-in  theaters, 
"night  clubs”  and  other  siich  places  are  strictly  forbidden.  Only 
eating  places  approved  by  the  admlnlstfktlon  may  be  patron¬ 
ised. 

Younger  girls  have  fellowship  hour  in  the  basement  play 
room,  inviting  campus  boys  of  correspooding  ages.  Juniors  and 
Seniors  may  use  formal  living  room.  More  informal  social  con¬ 
tacts,  in  connection  with  church  services,  partiaa,  movies,  ets., 
are  permitted  within  definite  and  accepted  limits. 

The  Orphanage  began  operation  at  its  present  plant  Soon 
after  Its  charter  was  granted  in  1894.

Further  back  in  history  than 
we  can  remember,  a  day  has 
been  set  aside  for  the  purpose 
of  thanking  God  for  the  year’s 
blessings.  Along  with  this  sea¬ 
son  of  thanksgiving,  came  the 
beneficent  spirit  of  sharing 


with  the  unfortunate. 

And  so,  Mississippi  Baptists 
since  the  turn  of  the  century 
have  packed  boxes  of  clothing 
and  bags  of  produce  for  the 
Orphanage.  Much  love  and 
many  prayers  have  accompan¬ 
ied  these  parcels  through  the 
years. 


The  amount  increased  so 
much  that  twenty  years  ago 
forty  and  fifty  railroad  box  cars 
were  needed  to  transport  the 
harvest.  Often  an  association 
would  fill  an  entire  ear  from 
that  county. 

The  Superintendent,  farmer 
and  oldest  boys  hauled  day  and 


night  to  empty  the  cars.  The 
men  tossed  bales  of  hay  and 
shovelled  loose  com  into  trucks 
until  the  wee  hours  of  morn¬ 
ing.  There  wwe  tons  of  food 
for  children  and  stock. 

In  the  County  Then 
In  those  days,  ladies  made 
mure  quilts  and  did  mure  can¬ 


ning.  The  house  mothers  un¬ 
packed  the  boxes  putting  about 
25,000  jars  on  the  shelves.  We 
killed  and  dressed  our  own 
meat,  butter,  eggs.  etc.  Life 
was  simple  and  less  money  was 
needed.  In  1936,  the  Orphan¬ 
age  received  and  spent  $^,000 
on  operating  expenses.  But  the 
buildings  were  condenmed  and 
the  diet  limited. 

With  the  passing  of  years, 
new  cottages  were  paid  for  as 
built;  improved  and  balanced 
diet  prepared;  appropriate  and 
adequate  clothes  provided.  This 
has  necessitated  an  Increased 
budget.  Fewer  box  cars  are 
filled  each  year;  5000  gallons 
^of  syrup  have  boiled  down  to 
^200  gallons;  with  the  deep 
freeze  has  come  a  decrease  In 


Policy  Guides  Child  Admissions 


By  W.O.  MIZE

Policies  concerning  admission 
of  children  to  Baptist  Orphan¬ 
age  have  changed  very  little 
since  chartered  in  1884. 

ElisriMlity  to  Enter:  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  Orphanage  is  to 
furnish  a  home  for  destitute 
white  orphan  children  who  are 
real  objects  of  charity,  without 
respect  to  denominational  creed. 

Our  age  limits  are  not  less 
than  2  nor  more  than  12,  on  ad¬ 


mission,  but  occasionally  a  child 
over  12  is  admitted,  when  there 
is  good  reason  to  believe  he  or 
she  may  not  be  a  problem  and 
may  be  helped,  and  sometimes 
in  family  groups  there  may  be 
one  over  12. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Board 
not  to  take  children  of  living 
parents  for  permanent  care,  but 
to  take  the  burden  of  destitute 
and  afflicted  parents,  for  such 
a  time  as  will  enable  them  to 
recover  their  health  and  get  in, 


a  position  to  care  for  their  chil¬ 
dren  themselves. 

Operates  Under  Charter 

We  cannot  receive  children 
into  our  home  who  are  mentally 
afflicated,  or  physically  band^ 
capped,  as  we  do  not  have  the 
facilities  to  properly  care  for 
them. 

Under  its  charter,  the  Or¬ 
phanage  has  the  right  to  act  in 
placing  children  and  also  In 
their  adoption. 

Admission  Routine.  An  "Ap¬ 


plication  and  Commitment” 
form  is  furnished  by  the  man¬ 
agement,  intended  to  develop 
full  data  on  the  child,  its  par¬ 
entage,  its  situation,  and  con- 


pastor,  or  churel  officer,  if  the 
church  at  the  time  is  without 
a  pastor,  and  an  approval  by 
the  local  Baptist  Church.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  this  certificate  and  ap¬ 
proval,  the  form  must  be  sign¬ 
ed  and  acknowledged  before  a 
Notary  Public  by  the  person 
having  the  legal  cMstody  of  the 
child.  Then  the  child  must  be 
brought  to  the  Orphanage  free 
of  charge  to  t^e  management.

If  it  can  be  satisfactorily  ar¬ 
ranged  in  connection  with  the 
application  and  commitment,  a 
physical  check  up  is  made  as 
promptly  thereafter  as  reason¬ 
able,  and  findings  may  deter¬ 
mine  eligibility  to  remain.  We 
hope  to  arrange  for  a  psycholo¬ 
gical  examination  of  all  chil¬ 
dren  as  well. 

Eligibility  to  Remain.  It  is  the 
plan  of  the  Board  to  make  the 
institution  helpful  to  the  chil¬ 
dren.  The  children,  therefore, 
cooperate  in  doing  the  cottage 
and  farm  work  within  their  ca¬ 
pacity,  as  well  as  in  the  literary 
arts. 

If  the  child  fails  to  adjust 
himself  or  herself  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Orphan¬ 
age,  he  or  she  wfll  be  returned 
to  the  person  or  persons  plac¬ 
ing  the  child  in  the  Orphanage. 
In  such  event  that  person  or 
those  persons  will  call  for  the 
child  when  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  management  of  the  Or¬ 
phanage.

Mize  met  Clara  Ray  In  Train¬ 
ing  Union.

Fmt  a  breath-taking  moment,  stopped  at  a  red  light,  all 
the  wonder  of  Fall  descended  on  that  corner,  seen  through 
the  wide  eyes  of  a  tlhy  girl  carried  in  her  father’s  arms. 

She  looked  about  5  years  old,  unable  to  move,  but  her 
little  face  glowed  as  she  looked,  looked,  looked  at  the  bright 
leaves  and  blue  sky. 

With  an  oddly-touching  gesture  she  turned  her  face  up 
toward  the  sun  and  the  red-bronze  ieaves  of  a  dogwSod  tree 
beside  the  street.

Does  2  Cor.  6:14-18  apply  to 
Christians  in  the  churches 
whose  pastor’s  do  not  preach 
the  fundamental  truths  of  the 
Bible? 

ANSWER:  There  are  some 
important  issues  in  your  letter. 

First,  what  is  more  funda- 
ftientai  in  the  Christian  religion 
than  love.  This  is  the  main 
theme  of  the  New  Testament. 
It  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law, 
the  very  essence  of  God,  and 
greater  than  hope  and  faith. 

Second,  the  passage  in  2  Cor¬ 
inthians  about  not  being  “un- 
equaiiy  yoked  together  with 
unbelievers”  has  been  used  to 
prove  many  different  things.  By 
it  some  say  that  Christian! 
should  not  marry  non-Chris^ 
tians.  Others  say  that  believ¬ 
ers  should  not  be  businesa  part¬ 
ners  with  unbelievers.  They 
seemed  to  have  overlooked  the 
word  “unequally.” 

Third,  you  are  right  about 
apostasy  today.  Many  churches 
are  focused  on  condeming  folk 
customs,  and  arguing  about  the 
wording  ot  doctrines,  instead  of 
“judgment,  mercy,  and  faith” 
(Matt  23:23). 

The  pastor  is  responsible  to 
God,  or  he  is  a  mere  reflection 
of  public  opinion. ^tand  by  him 
as  God’s  man,  love  him  as  God’s 
undershpeherd  and  set  a  good 
example  of  spiritual  living.

The  Missions  Imperative 

Another  dimension  has  been  added  to  the  Christian 
concern  for  world  evangelization:  akyrocketing  population. 

World  population  is  now  growing  by  5,400  every  hour, 
according  to  The  Survey  Bulletin.  That  means  47  million 
peof^  are  added  to  earth’s  teamkig  masses  every  year. 

Thgt  is  the  eauivalent  to  adding  another  natton  the 
size  of  Prance  to  the  world  family  evefy  twelve  months. 

This  population  exploalon  means  that  the  old  rate  of 
supporting  and  conducting  mlaaionary  work  must  be  chang¬ 
ed.  If  we  do  not  step  up  our  support  of  evangelism  ai^ 
missions  substantially  we  are  going  to  start  lag^g  farther 
and  farther  behind  the  march  of  history. 

Even  here  in  the  United  States  the  population  growth 
is  outstripping  growth  of  church  membership.  In  1956 
church  members  made  up  62  per  cent  of  the  population. 
It  was  announced  recently  that  1957  saw  that  percentage 
drop  to  slxty-one.

During  the  month  of  November  many  Sunday  Schools  will 
focus  attention  on  the  work  of  Adults,  ages  25  years  and  older. 
We  are  listing  below  several  suggestions  In  planning  and  work¬ 
ing  with  Adults. 

1.  Prepares  prospect  file  showing  names  and  addresses  of  all 
adults  who  should  be  enroll^  for  Bible  study.  Be  sure  to  in¬ 
clude  every  adult  church  member  who  Is  not  enrolled  in 
Sunday  SchooL 

2.  Provide  a  class  for  each  10  to  25  Adult  possibilitlM.  Li^t 
each  dais  to  a  specified  age  range  and  sex.  Provide  as  many 
classes  for  men  as  for  women. 

3.  If  possible,  provide  a  separate  department  for  adults,  even  if 
there  am  only  two  classes.  When  the  enrolment  reaches 
about  I2S,  provide  an  additional  department^  divided  on  the 
age  basis. 

4.  Set  a  goal  to  provide  space  and  organization  sufficient  to  in¬ 
crease  Adult  enrolment  to  at  least  60  per  cent  of  the  total 
Sunday  school  enrolment 

5.  Elect  class  officers  between  Promotion  Day  and  the  first 
Sunday  in  October.  Conduct  class  officers’  clinics,  prefer¬ 
ably  In  October  and  April. 

A  Lead  Adulta  to  i  pertisipate  la  opening  at  least  one  new 
preaching  station.  Sunday  school,  or  mission. 

7.  Enlist  Adults  to  assist  in  the  Vacation  Bible  acfaool  at  your 
church  and  In  the  mission  school  or  schools.

5.  There  are  more  than  8,000  Adult  prospects  for  every  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Sunday  School.  Thla  la  an  average  of  40  proa- 
pects  for  every  enrolled  Aduk. 

6.  It  would  require  an  average  of  25  addlUonal  Adult  depart¬ 
ments  and  147  addlUonal  Adult  classes  for  each  church  to 
reach  Ita  prospecta. 

7.  At  our  present  rate  of  Sunday  achool  growth — I«m  than  two 
Adults  per  church  In  1957 — it  will  take  164  years  to  reach 
our  proapecta.
